As ah example of what “such 
enterprise on the part of B.C. 
farmers means; we have recently 
received a valfiation of fruit lands, 
growing only elrawberries, rasp- 
berries, blackberries and  logan- 
berries (all ‘of which can be suc- 
cessfully cultivated here) and the 
sf price was $1300.00 per acre.

The Swedish Colony, on the Bow 
Slope, some, 30 miles _SQuthwest: of 


gation. Although it is Side three 
years since the first of these settlers 
came to the district, a tract of coun- 
try containing seventy-two square 
miles is now almost completely sct- 
tled. On approaching the settlement 
the traveller is surprised to sce how 
the irrigation’ water from the Bow 
River has transformed the earlicr se- 
fii-barren country into a_ yeritable 
oasis with beautiful fields of flax, 
wheat and oats. Cosy-looking white 
painted houses, surrounded with nu- 
merous little canals give the stranger 
an impression of a Dutch village. The 
crop situation within the colony is 
very promising. A large amount of 
flax is being raised this year on new 
breaking, while wheat and oats are 
predominant crops on the farms of 
the older settlers. The soil is of the 
highest qnality and very productive. 
In a talk with a wealthy farmer from 
Iowa, the latter said the soil here, 
when properly worked up should be 
capable of producing an average of 
fifty bushels of wheat to the acre. 
Speaking from twenty-one years’ ex- 


perience in U.S.A. irrigation districts, 
he regarded the land as the best 
wheat growing soil he had ever seen. 

About three times as much land as 
last year is under cultivation this 
season and the crop is looking even 
better than last year when in one 
instance as much as eighteen bustiels 
of flax was harvested on the Bow 
Slope. The settlers are 95 percent 
Swedish Americans from Minnesota, 
Iowa, Washington and Dakota prin- 
cipally. The remaining five percent 
are Norwegians and Danes. They 
are all characterized as first class far- 
mers, hard working and industrious. 
Improved farms are already, high in 
value and hardly any are offered for 
sale. There are farmers within the 
district who would not sell their land 
at a price of $200 an acre, so confi- 
dent are they of the future of their 
settlement.

Canadian Flax 


European Buyers Contract For 1920 
Crop at High 
Prices 

The Department of Trade - and 
Commerce of Canada has decided to 
prepare films of the flax industry, 
showing the processes of growing, 
pulling, scutching, the manufacture of 
yarns, and all other operations that 
are necessary in the manufacture of 
the flaxen fabric “from field to mer- 
chanting. In Ontario this year many 
hundreds of acres suitable for flax 
could. not be sown owing to the shor- 
tage of seed, due to the quantites ex- 
ported. The acreage will, however, 
be the largest in the history of the 
Dominion, European buyers are 
already purchasing or contracting for 
the 1920 crop at prices much higher, 
than were received for last yéar's 
crop. The estimate is that there will 
be 40,000 acres under fibre flax in the 
‘prairie’ province this year, and the 
province of: Quebec. wil] also have a 
very considerable acreage. The out- 
look in general is for a record pro- 
duction, “and the high water mark in 
prices is expected to be reached,
